PRESERVING GRASS FOR 


WINTER FODDER. 


LESSONS FROM. FINLAND. 
(From Ovr AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT.) 
Fon th Dr. Henry Kennedy’s lae: 


ture on the conversion of young grass 

into ensilagée, as practised in Finland, 
delivered at the Congress of Cow-Testing 
Associations in Cork, the delegates who re- 
mained over for the purpose of visiting the 
Dairy Science Institute Farm at Bishopstowa 
and the Munster Institute Farm, nearer to 
the agricultura) capital of Ireland, had an 
interesting experience. At Bishopstown they 
saw slag made from ordinary fresh young 
grass, cut from adjoining fields. This was 
made in a concrete silo 17 x 20 feet x 9 feet 
6 inches high, five feet of the height being 
under ground level. The cost of erecting this 
(sand, gravel, and labour) was £36, which 
Professor Boyle remarked in the course of 
his explanation, might be more than most 
farmers would pay for a similar structure. 


Dairy Science Institute Farm. 


The first cutting of the grass was made 
about the middle of June, when the grass 
was about six inches long, and regarded as 
somewhat over-ripe for the purpose occurred 
because the silo was not finished in time 
to take the grass earlier. The quantity of 
green grass packed into the silo from 44 
acres of this first cutting was 44 tons.

fell below the 1911-13 November heise 
and wool as far as 22 and 21 points respec- 

tively. From amongst nineteen articles listed, 
potatoes alone appreciated in price, standing 
at 151 against the base figure of 100. Some 
of the decreases approached actual collapse. 
Besides those mentioned, milk, butter and 
cheese, listed for November, 1932, at 67, 50 
and 32 respectively, had slumped in two 
years to 21, pe 6; fat sheep in the same 
period fell 40 points, bacon, pigs and pork 
(each) 68 points! Fat cattle showed better 
results, only dropping 18 points. So much 
for the British farmers’ embarrassments, 
reflected, of course, not only in our export, 
but in our home prices on this side of the 
Irish Sea. 


British and Irish Situations 
Compared. 


In view of this immediate background, out 
of what material can the farmers of these 
islands build their hopes? A good deal has 


been made of the tentative protection of the | 


fruit and vegetab'e market, and more of the 
intention to establish a wheat quota. Except 
as stimulating ‘‘a lively sense of favours to 
come '” we do not think British farmers will 
find much cause for gratitude in these regula- 
tions. Disappointment is already freely ex- 
ese in England, and more vehemently in 
cotland. No doubt the British Government 
will be moved further away from the policies 
of their predecessors, but we will be sur- 
prised if they travel far erengh or fast 
enough to keep pace with the farmers’ de- 
mands, 

In the Irish Free State, the situation is 
more complex. If our representatives return 
from the Conference in London without some 
substantial ground for renewed courage on 
the part of irish farmers, the disappointment 
will be deep, and may be dangerous. But we 
think it would be a mistake to place hopes 
of any revolutionary ‘change of outlook on the 
part. of Britain too high, at ail events before 
the Imperial Economic Conference takes place 
next summer, 


Our Competitors and Our 
Advantages. 


Let us consider some of the circumstances. 
We are most immediately interested in cattle, 
sheep, pigs and dairying. Canada is being 
driven into cattle and dairy farming also. 
If not a dangerous, she may become at least 
a ‘formidable competitor.

Silage Should Be Air-Tight. 


ointed out that in making 
silage air must be excluded as much as 
possible; hence the need for packing st 
tightly. Grass for this purpose must be cut 
without any adhering moisture; neither must 
it be too dry, as in that ease it admits the 
air and causes a rise in the temperature. As 
they have only started to feed the silage to 
stock on this farm, no information is yet 
available as to its effect, but farmers were 
advised when feeding ensilage not to give 
it to dairy cows until after milkin Other- 
wise there is a danger of the mill develop- 
ing an undesirable flavour. 

‘his is somewhat similar to the in- 
expensive silo at the Albert College Farm, 
Glasnevin, where Professor Drew has been 
carrying out experiments on grass silage for 
some time. Owing to the losses sustained in 
hay-making in all parts of the country, it 
would seem as if this mode of preserving 
voung grass would prove a great boon, Dr, 
sennedy, of the [.4.0.8., in the admirable 
address which aroused so much interest. last 
week, declared that the new knowledge of 
grass preservation made it possible in any 
type of weather to standardise the produc- 
tion of a highly nutritious food for dairy 
cows in winter. The butter produced from 
grass silage retains its vitamin content, and 
has the same characteristics of texture and 
eolour as grass butter. It is estimated that 
the cost is not more than that of -hay-making.

CHEAPER WINTER FEED 
FOR STOCK.

HE great need of farmers at present is 
I to keep down production costs, and a 

matter of special importance is the 
provision of winter feed for live stock as 
cheaply as possible. Corn and hay, it is 
true, are more than cheap enough for those 
who wish to sell, but on most farms which 
carry a good head of stock the bill for 
bought goods remains a heavy one. The 
farmer's natural disinclination to lay out 
money when times are bad is now encourag- 
ing a tendency to depend more on home- 
grown foods and to cut purchases to a 
minimum. 


What Does it Cost? 

A stockowner buying foodstuffs at present 
pays, on the average, $d. per lb. for “' starch 
equivalent ’’—i.e., & the carbohydrate and 
fat constituents of the food, which provide 
body warmth and energy to the animal, and 
are also mainly responsible for putting fat 
on the. body. ‘Protein equivalent,” the 
flesh-building and milk-making constituent, 
for the provision of which cakes are usually 
purchased, now costs about 1d. a pound.

we have to contend with the scarcity of 
broodies at this season, umrless the extra- 
ordinary mild weather now experienced will 
produce more than the usual proportion. In 
any case, the moment a breocy hen is noticed 
she should be treated with the respect she 
deserves; prepare a comfortable nest in a 
neat, clean box in a quiet, cosy house; line 
the nest with fresh, clean hay or straw and 
put in the hen, having previously dusted her 
with insect powder. Put one or two 

‘‘dummy “ eggs in the nest for a day or so 
to make sure she is sitting properly, and 
then slip in the “* clutch.” 

Never during winter or cold weather at- 
tempt to give the hen more eggs than she 
can conveniently cover. A hen large. enough 
to take 12 eggs in spring will have sufficient 
in nine or ten in winter; you have to make 
sure that none of them will run the risk 
of chilling. Also, when the bird is off the 
nest for her daily feed, lay a piece of flannel 
over the eggs to retain the heat, 
sure that the house is not draughty. To 
depend, however, on the vagaries of potential 
brocdies is a risky business, and, except for 
the backyarder, is impracticable nowadays, 


Need for Poultry Appliances. 


Anyone with the least pretentions to poul. 
try-keeping owns an incubater or more, with 
the accompanying foster mothers; such 
equipment is essential if one is to keep abreast 
of the times. 

So it is aiso essential to keep that equip- 
ment in working order, or to put it into 
proper condition at once. Do not ng mi 
the incubator outfit until the day you have 
settled on for setting it up for the season. 
Have a look at the machinery now and see 
what parts need refurbishing. First of all, 
be sure that the inside of the incubator is 
thoroughly clean and disinfected ; the practi- 
cal worker will have already taken that 
precaution when putting by after last season. 

Test the thermometer by comparing. it 
with a reliable one placed in warm water, 
or get your chemist to test it for you; also, 
test. the capstile of the machine by placing 
in hot water up to 105 degrees F. A capsule 
which expands with the application of this 
heat is fit for use, but one which does not 
react to the change of temperature is not 
capable of regulating the temperature of the 
machine, Therefore, you will need to secure 
another. 


Importance of the Lamp. 


Look to the lamp and see that you have 
sufficient, clean, dry wick, which accuratély 
fits the burner. On the proper fonctiaeting 
of the lamp depends largely the success o 
the hatch. Whatever pa you neglect in 
the course of incubation, never forget to 
trim the wick of the lamp daily; for this 
purpose a soft rag is more satisfactory than 
scissors. Remove all corners or peaks, and 
keep the flame perfectly even, otherwise you 
will have trouble from smoke. Have in a 
supply of the best oil before setting up the 
machine; do not just start it on any kind 
you have in stock and afterwards substitute 
the other. It is well to keep a separate 
supply for incubators and brooders and to 
buy it im bulk. 

emember that good oil is clear, not purple 
in colour, and that it pays only to secure the 
very best. The machine should be properly 
working at the oo temperature at least 
three days before the eggs are put in. This is 
a necessary precaution and test of accuracy, 
not an extravagance in fuel. 


The Incubator Room. 


The house or room where artificial incuba- 
tion is carried on should be of an equable 
temperature, well ventilated, but free from 
draughts, which destroy a hatch. Vibrations, 
sudden shocks, and Joud noises or hammerings 
should be guarded against; they are injurious 
to the developing chick. Keep the machine 
away from the wall of the room or house, so 
as to permit of free circulation of air, and 
avoid placing weights of any kind on top of 
the incubator. The ideal room temperature is 
about 65 degrees, and the temperature of the 
machine when putting in the eggs should be 
at least between 102 and 103 degrees. For 
successful results this temperature should be 
regained twenty-four hours after the eggs are 
put in, 

The first three davs oí the hatch are the 
most important; for during this time the 
delicate germ is very. susceptible to sudden 
change; therefore, if the eggs become chilled 
in the early stages through improper function- 
ing of the machine, failure must be expected. 
The risk of chill diminishes as the hatch 
advances; for as the embryo develops it re- 
tains heat for a certain amount of time. Also, 
a sudden jump u of Acsgiéoneaig in the early 
stages may “ addie ” the eg 

e operator should Ros ly follow out the 
instructions supplied with the machine, or the 
directions of the local poultry instructor, until 
experience and proficiency is gained. Attention 
to detail is necessary at all times; little 
things may make a treinendous difference in 
the Tides result.

To fight up dazzling head-lamps 
only makes confusion worse confounded. 
Two proposals for improvement have been 
put forward—that street lamps shall be 
shaded to throw their light in the direc- 
tion in which the traffic is going, and 
that traffic intsmen shall. be ‘‘flood- 
lighted.” The first of these. suggestions 
has been adopted on several thoroughfares 
in London, and the second if ‘Wolver- 
hampton. 


Che Lace-making Decline. 


” The efforts to preserve the lacemakers' 
art in Auvergne and Normandy may yet 
furnish helpful example to this country ; 
for the once famous lacemakers’ art of 
Ireland, and of Limerick in particular, 
is becoming increasingly rare. The 
changes in eacdaine fashions have played 
as hard with the lacemakers’ industry 
as with the larger cotton industry. Save 
for its preservation for afew household and 
feminine uses, lace has almost vanished 
from daily use; and, if it is vain to sigh 
for a revival of the male ruffle and cravat, 
it seems not unreasonable to hope that 
the return of the longer skirt is heralding 
a return (if only a mild one) to the frills 
and furbelows of our grandmothers’ days. 


“« KW otels.”’ 


I have just received a letter from a 
Californian friend describing a motor trip 
that she took recently through the western 
districts of America—Oregon and Wasb- 
ington. Instead of stopping for the night 
in city hotels, they put up in camps called 
‘* motels.’’ These consisted of cabins con- 
taining one room with two beds, a bath- 
room and a tiny kitchen where they were 
able to get their own meals, thus cutting 
the cost of the trip considerably. These 
camps also had the advantage of a garage 
attached to every cabin, so that they had 
nothing to do except to drive in, put up 
the car, and have all the comforts of a 
hotel without the expense. Surely this 
example might well be followed in the 
crowded season facing Ireland? 

My friend went on to say that, while 
driving along the coast of Oregon, she 
passed through a town called Bandon, 
which had been founded by a man called 
Bennett, from Bandon, County Cork.

Jellyfish Jetsam. 


Walking along the coast the other after- 
noon, Í was surprised to see the beach 
strewn with numbers of jellyfish. This 
rather surprised me; for, heretofore, I 
was under the impression that these 
clumsy creatures only stranded themselves 
during the summer and autumn months. 
Jellyfish are not quite so harmless as they 
appear. They are equipped with numerous 
stinging threads which they use to capture 
their prey. Although usually. they feed 
on floating eggs of fish and fry, they some- 
times tackle larger fish, and in hard timcs 
subsist on their own jelly. There is one 
remarkable type.,of jellyfish which is a 
male in its youth, and when it grows 
older and sees the folly of its ways, tran<s- 
forms itself into a female.

Players’ tour was attained at Toronto last 


formance saw the production of Lennox 
Kobinson’s ‘‘The White-Headed Boy,” 
St. John Ervine’s ‘‘ John Ferguson,” Synge’s 
“The Playboy of the Western World,” and 
Lady Gregory’s curtain-raiser, ' The Rising 
of the Moon.” The Premer of Ontario and 
several Cabinet Ministers were at the opening 
nighijs performance, when the theatre was 
taken up by the Alumni Federation of the 
University of Toronto. 

Enthusiastic notices appeared throughout 
the week in all the ‘loronto newspapers, 
several of which also commented editorially 
on the visit of the company as “‘ literary 
cultural ambassadors ” of the Free State. 

Referring to the national status of the

Mussolini the Order of the Golden Spur. The 
decorations and parchment were cere- 
moniously handed to Signor Mussolini at the 
Palazzo Venezia by the Apostolic Nuncio, 
Monsignor Borgongini Duca, who was accom- 
panied by the auditor of the Nunciature. 
The Nuncio was received at the Palace with 
military honours, and met at the central court 
gate by the Marquis Talamo Atenolfi di 
Castel Nuovo, who conducted him to the 
Prime Minister. 

The Supreme Order of the Golden Spur 
in its present form was founded by Pope 
Pius X. in the year 1905, but its origin goes 
back to a very distant date. The year of its 
creation is, in fact, not known. There is but 
one degree, that of Knight. The Order is 
derived from the old Militia Aurata of famous 
tradition, and counts among its Knights 
many names illustrious in history. The 
Order of the Golden Spur is exclusively con- 
ferred upon Sovereigns, heads of States, and 
other personages especially eminent. 

On the occasion of the presentation of the 
Papal brief of appointment, the conversation 
between the Nuncio and Signor Mussolini 
lasted half an hour, during which Monsignor 
Borgongini Duca handed to the Duce the brief 
and the decorations of the Order. The brief was 
enclosed in a fine case of blue leather, with 
the Papal Coat-vf-Anmns in gold, and the de- 
corations were éncased in red leather, sur- 
mounted with the Papal Coat-of-Arms. At 
the conclusion of the audience the Nuncio’s 
departure was ceremoniously attended with 
military honours. 


PIANO AND ‘CELLO 
RECITAL. 


ENJOYABLE PROGRAMME. 


It was somewhat disappointing that there 
was not a much more. numerous attendance 
at the pianoforte and violoncello recital 
given by Mr. Victor Love and Mr. Joseph 
Schofield at the Engineers’ Hal}, Dublin, last 
nignt, Both artists are well known as 
executants of ability above the average on 
their respective instruments, and one would 
have thought that in a recital like this there 
would have been a “full house.’”

INTERESTING LEGAL 
POINT. 


(SEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) 

A case of Sergeant Scannell, Ballagha- 
dereen, against. Thomas Feely. of the same 
place, came before the Court by way of ap- 
peal on a case stated by District Justice 
Conroy. 

It appeared that Thomas Feely had been 
summoned on charges of being drunk, vidlent, 
quarrelsome and disorderly on the licensed 
premises of Maria Jordan, at Ballaghadereen, 
on the 13th December, 1930, and refusing to 
leave the premises at the request of Sergeant 
Scannell; and with being drunk and dis- 
orderly on the public street on the same date. 
The defendant was the husband of the 
heencee’s daughter, and had been residing 
with his wife, children, and mother-in-law on 
the licensed premises for eleven or twelve 


was in his own residénee. The District Jus- 
tice dismissed the summonses, as he was of 
opinion that the defendant should not have 
been removed from the licensed ises, on 
the ground that, in his opinion, the defendant 
was in his own home at the time, and the 
question for the determination of the Court 
was whether an offence had been committed 
by the defendant under Section 18 of the 
Intoxicating Liquor Act, 1872, the District 
Justice having found that at the material 
time the licensed premises were lawfully open 
to the public. 

Mr. dona Healy (instructed by the Chief 
State Solicitor), who appear for the 
Attorney-General, submitted that an offerce 
had been committed by the defendant, and 
that the defendant came within the words oi 
the section, “‘any person whose presence on 
his premises would subject him to a penalty 
under this Act,”’ 

r. Justice Hanna—This man was ina 
position analogous to that of a lodger. 

Mr. Healy—He was; and I must meet the 
case on those lines. ; 

PUBLICAN’S OBLIGATIONS. 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that in the Cork 
case of the Attorney-General (Superintendent 
McNeill) v. Carroll be had decided that if a 
publican took in lodgers, his lodgers were 
subject to the licensing laws, and the publi- 
can’s obligation towards them was the same 
as towards any other individual on his pre- 
mises, save in so far as there was express 
protection in the Statute in certain cases. 

Mr. Healy said that that case was ample 
authority for his proposition. that a lodger, 
during prohibited hours—or even after pro- 
hibited hours—could not behave in stich a 
way as to canse the licensed person to ron 
the. risk of being successfully prosecuted. 
His behaviour during the hours in which the 
public-house was open to the public must he 
the same as that of any other user of the 
public-house. 

Mr. Hogan (instructed by Mr. ©, A. 
Callan), who appeared for Thomas Feely, 
suhmitted that; on a reasonable construction 
of Section 18 of the Act, the licencee and his 
lodger must be excluded from the meaning of 
the words “any person,” and that. undér 
Section 18, there was no case against an 
inmate. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—You wonld argue. I 
presume, that. Section 18 must be tréated so 
as to apply merely to persons who are out- 
siders ? 

Mr, Hogan— Yes. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—And that anyone wha 
had a right to be on the premises could not 
be ordered out, even if he was drunk and

consider possible plans. No doubt, Ger- 
many could pay something ; but, since it is 
most improbable that she will pay any- 
thing, or that a trifle arduowsly collected 
would compensate for the ill-feeling which 
its collection would cause, the subject 
dees not seem to be worth discussion. 
Rightly .or wrongly, the world has decided 
that abolition of War debts must be the 
first step towards a new _ prosperity. 
Furthermore, all ordinary citize: s have 
begun to feel that the reparations 
problem, having outlived ‘the spirit which 
brooded over the birth of the ill. 
starred Versailles Treaty, is something of 
an anachronism. France, however, still 
cherishes this spirit, but we cannot con- 
gratulate her upon her fidelity. She 
may find, if she persists in it too harshly 
ut Lausanne, that she has resuscitated it 
im other bosoms than her own, but after 
very different fashions. It will be a pity 
if M. Briand is not in M. Laval’s new 
Cabinet ; for, almost alone among French- 
men, he has manifested occasional gleams 
of moderation where War debt payments 
have been concerned.

A New Builet. 


Lapse of time continues to produce dis- 
concerting consequences from the “ settle- 
ment ' of Versailles. On the economic 
side financial penalties have forced 
Germany to multiply her exports and to 
compete more fiercely in French and 
British markets. On the military side 
compulsory disarmament has stimulated 
her invention. Forbidden to build large 
battleships, she set her best brains to work 
and contrived her 10,000-ton “ pocket 
battleship,’’ which is said to be the most 
formidable thing that floats. She was 
forbidden also to build tanks, and now, 
according to substantial report, she has 
invented something that may send all 
tanks to the scrap-heap. According to 
the Military Correspondent of the Daily 
Telegraph, a new German bullet is 
agitating the armament experts of the 
world. It is not a big-gun affair; it is an 
ordinary rifle bullet, but its inventor, Herr 
Gerlick, of Kiel, claims that it can blast 
a hole through hardened armour. plate half 
an inch thick. The secret of this power 
lies in a terrific increase of bullet-velocity. 
Hitherto such increases have been by fifty 
or one hundred feet a second. The new 
bullet carries the process..forward by 
thousands—up to 5,800 feet a second. 
‘which more than doubles the present = 
of velocity. Fired at fifty yards’ range, | 
penetrates five-eighths of an inch deep ad 
thick armour-plates. It seems that “the 
soft lead core becomes pulverised and 
vapourised, ‘‘ blasting’ out the material 
of the armour-plate at which it is fired. 
At present the German experts are engaged 
on problems of recoil and of the erosion of 
the rifle-barre]. If these are solved, the 
invention may be applied not only to small 
arms, but to field artillery and to naval 
guns. Soon, therefore, the world’s battle- 
ships and fortresses may be confronted 
with a new and dreadful menace. Yet the 
chancelleries still wrangle over repara- 
tious and continue, with bland fatalism, to 
prepare the scene for the next war.

Russian Racquets. 


The appearance in the British Isles of 
tennis racquets from Soviet Russia has 
raised the nice issue of the definition of a 
toy. An inquiry is being held at he 
Board of Trade into an application under 
ths Merchandise Marks Act to the effect 
that imported toys and sporting requisites, 
in addition to gymnastic and athletic 
equipment, shall be compelled to bear an 
indication of their country of origin. After 
Mr. Rupert Ayres had shown that the 
Soviet racquets often failed to bear the 
legend “Made in U.S.S.K.,"° Mr. 
Macaskie, K.C., for the Fancy Goods and 
Allied Trades, defined a toy as a “ child’s 
play-thing.”” ' You see old gentlemen 
sailing boats on the Round Pond,’’ he 
said, and proceeded to infer that; if the 
boats were not toys, the old gentlemen 
must have reached a second childhood. 
His argument is not indefensible, and no 
man who, having bought a model train— 
ostensibly for his son or nephew—operates 
it for his own amusem .nt, will deny 
that the train is a toy. In a more serious 
sphere of entertainment, sporting equ!p- 
ment of all sorts will be described as a 
toy by those who maintain an uusympa- 
thetic demeanour towards the ‘‘ muddied 
oaf’’ and the “ flannelled fool.” How- 
ever unjust this outlook may 
immediate problem is the welfare of 
British manufacturers. Mr. Ayres stated 
that the improvement in the quality of 
the Soviet racquets was great, and thus 
constituted a serious threat to home 
interests. In these circumstances some 
discrimination against them appears to be 
desirable. i

It is doubtful whether success 
attended his efforts owing to the very 
strong opinion in Government circles in 
Paris that an extension of the moratoriy 
to five years, as was suggested here, would 
be a profound mistake. In this connec- 
tion the resignation of M. Laval and his 
Cabinet may have an important effect on 
the Conference arrangements. Another 
point is that the declarations, more or Jess 
official in character, that countries other 
than Germany no longer will pay repara 
tions must influence decisions in sther 
directions. It seems to be agreed in official 
circles that the Conference will be held, 
but whether its results will be worth while 
is another question. 


The Budget. 

Rumour declares that the Liberal and 
Labour members of the Government have 
become convinced that a genera! tariff is 
now a necessity for this country, and have 
expressed their intention of supporting a 
bill which must be introduced soon after 
the meeting of Parliament. The trade 
returns reveal beyond question that 
further drastic steps are necessary |{ 
Britain 's present financial position is to 
be conserved. Little real hardship has 
been experienced up to now, but, if there 
were another heavy deficit in the Budyet. 
the economic pressure would become severe 
and increased taxation certain|y would 
follow. The Revenue Department is gruti- 
fied hy the increased receipts of income 
tax, but the full tale has not vet been 
told, and there are many weeks to go 
before we can know whether the estimated 
amount of the tax has been met. A notable 
point in the figures issued by the Treasury 
is that death duties show a big fallin; g off; 
the development is explained by the de. 
preciation in values of all kinds during 
the past six months. The thirteen million; 
lost under this heading cannot be made 
good easily, and in all probability the 
loss will be greater by the end of the vear. 
The Chancellor of the Exchequer has an 
uphill task before him, and, if he is able 
to secure the balancing of his Budget on 


April 5th, he will be fortunate. 
Irish Trade with England. 


The meeting at the Board of Trade this 
afternoon, when Mr. Runciman 
Mr. MeGilligan, Mr. Hogan and Mir. 
Dulanty, suggests interesting possibilities 
in the promotion of Irish trade in this 
country. The fact that there is room for 
great development has long been recog- 
nised by the Irish Free State Government 
and its Commission in London. The 
Government of Northern Ireland, too, has 
not been lacking in its edorts to increase 
a demand for Irish products. When I 
discussed possibilities with a wholesale 
merchant in the City this morning, it was 
suggested to me that a concentrated effort 
on the part of Irish industries might 
prove of great benefit to the agricultura! 
and dairying interests—something in the 
nature of an Irish exhibition. but much 
more elaborate and comprehensive than 
those held here in the past. Imish co- 
operative butters sweep up nearly all the 
prizes and commendations at the Dairy 
Show, but the fact is scarcely noted here, 
since the Show appeals only to the few. 
Public interest might be increased greatly 
by a show exclusively devoted to Insh 


goods. 
The Tax on Beer. 


The brewery trade, with its allied indus- 
tries, is deeply concerned at the continued 
decrease in the consumption of beer. 
Business at Christmas showed signs of 
revival, but since then it has fallen away. 
I understand that a deputation will wait 
upon the Chancellor of the Exchequer to 
urge that the additional beer taxation im- 
posed in the last Budget shall be re- 
mitted, inasmuch as the position 18 so bad 
that the industry cannot afford to wait 
until April. It is recalled that Lord 
Snowden expected a drop of ‘seventeen 
per cent. in the revenue from beer, but 
the average Is proving greater. Une 
London brewer is down by twenty-one 
per cent., another by twenty-seven per 
cent, and similar losses are quite a 
common thing in the trade. Payments 
for unemployment, caused as 4 direct 
result of the loss of trade, will amount 
to something like two and a half millions 
per annum, and it is estimated that the 
loss in income tax will be nearly as great. 


Mr. Macdonalad’s Politics. 


The Labour Party has discovered that 
the Prime Minister is still a professor o! 
its creed, and at the moment this fact 
has a particular interest. It does not 
seem likely that Mr. Macdonald's Govern- 
will suffer defeat, though nobody can say 
what will happen when its tariff proposals 
come before the House of Commons. In the 
circumstances, it is a not altogether sur- 
prising assertion that Mr. Macdonald anc 
his friends are looking forward to a future 
when Labour may become a united party 
again. One hears frequently in Labour 
circles that the Prime Minister never can 
return to the leadership of the party, but 
this view is not accepted generally, since 
it is admitted by many of those who did 
not follow Mr. Macdonald that he is head 
and shoulders above them all as a leader. 
Mr. Macdonald, I understand, makes no 
secret of the fact that his politics are 
still essentially Socialist. and will remain 
so. though circumstances have placed him 
at the head of a National Government. 


British Coal ana French Tarifts. 


Much interest was displayed in politica! 
circles to-day at the news that the Frenc h 
Government has decided to remove the sur- 
tax of 15 per cent. on British coking coal 
from next Monday. The reason for this 
action is not known, but it is believed to 
be due to pressure broucht to bear on the 
Government by French steel manuia 
turers, who urgently needed coking co”! 
from England. The exports of this coa! to 
France every month are about one hundred 
thousand tons—or something approachin< 
a million tons a year, a ficure which '5 
10 per cent. of Britain’s coal export to 
France. 


M. Briand’s Retirement. 


It is announced from Paris that M. 
Briand, on the advice of his docters. has 
decided definitely to retire from public life 
for a time, and to go to his country home 
for a complete rest’ as soon as possible. 
It is probable that he will be succeeded 
in the Ministry of Foreign Affairs by M. 
Paul Boncour, AE M. Taval may 
choose to be his own reign Secretary.
